Some government financial leaders 
hold the theory that a good crop this 
year, whatever the prices may be, will 
afford stimulation by opening up cre­ 
dit which, if carried on into the win­ 
ter, will reflect favorably on the gen­ 
eral business situation. 
Agriculture, 
they say. may lead the way out of the 
depression. 
Agriculture 
generally, 
with 
acme 
few exceptions, suffered 
slight 
set­ 
backs during May due to various con­ 
ditions, including deficient rainfall in 
most 
of 
the 
central 
and 
western 
states, a drought condition in Califor­ 
nia, Montana and the Dakotas, late 
frosts through the north central states, 
and cutworm damage. 
The wheat crop this year Is estim ­ 
ated between 850.000,000 and 860,000,000 
bushels, both winter and spring wheat, 
about the same as last year, when the 
crop totalled 850,000,000 bushels. 
This large crop leaves farmers still 
with the surplus problem before them, 
and this year the farm board is not 
preparing to withdraw wheat from the 
market as it did last year. The world 
wheat outlook, with Russia planting 
4,000,000 more acres in spring wheat 
than last year, is no better for export. 
Farmers, the report shows, have not 
heeded the campaign of 
the 
farm 
board for reduction of acreage, the 
acreage in spring wheat 
being 
47 
higher than last year and with a rec­ 
ord crop of 649,115,000 bushels estim ­ 
ated, compared with 604,337,000 last 
year. 
Condition of barley is the lowest on 
record, tame hay crops are below aver­ 
age, wild hay crops extremely poor 
and pasturage poor. Citrus fruit pros­ 
pects also declined more than usual 
during May. 
Rye prospects declined 
also. 
On the other hand, lagre crops of 
peaches and apples are indicated, and 
potatoes will have a good yield. 
The 
total peach crop, it appears, will be 
46 per cent greater than in 1930. 
The 
oats crop is in good shape everywhere 
except in the drought area. 
Generally, the year should be a fair 
one, it appears, unless the drought 
persists in its present bounds or ex­ 
tends to other areas, and the crop 
season may produce the stimulation 
hoped for by officials.

United States authorities acted today 
to protect American lives and prop­ 
erty from possible attacks by Chinese 
com munists in the south. 
The U. S. S. Pillsbury was ordered 
to Foochow, on the coast in southern 
China. 
The destroyer is attached to 
thq American fleet o nduty in Asiatic 
waters. 
The dispatch of the Pillsbury was 
described as a precautionary measure, 
indicating American authorities fear­ 
ed com munist uprisings might result 
in a renewed attack on Foochow, a 
treaty port of Fukien province, with 
a population of 1,000,000. 
Missionaries were reported assem­ 
bled in the interior of south-central 
China, long menaced by roving bands 
of alleged Chinese communists. 
The 
missionaries were said to be ready to 
evacuate should the com m unists a t­ 
tack. 
The situation apparently has taken 
a tu rn for the worse, necessitating the 
presence of an American w arship in 
southern waters. Foochow has been 
m enaced by com m unist forces in the 
last 18 months, and a renewal of “red” 
uprisings has been indicated in dis­ 
patches from the south. 
Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, head of the 
harassed central government a t N an­ 
king, announced he is 
leaving 
for 
Kiangsi province, south of the Yangtze 
river, seat of frequent com m unist re­ 
volts.

W ashington, Ju n e IO.—Economists 
who consider agriculture as an index 
of 
business 
prospects 
found 
today 
both satisfying and discouraging ele­ 
ments in the report of conditions is­ 
sued by the agrciulture 
departm ent 
based on Ju n e I outlook. 
Some governm ent financial leaders 
hold the theory th a t a good crop this 
year, w hatever the prices may be, will 
afford stimulation by opening up cre­ 
dit which, if carried on into the win­ 
ter, will reflect favorably on the gen­ 
eral business situation. 
Agriculture, 
they say, m ay lead the way out of the 
depression. 
Agriculture 
generally, 
with 
some 
few exceptions, suffered 
slight 
set­ 
backs during May due to various con­ 
ditions, including deficient rainfall in 
most 
of 
the 
central 
and 
western 
states, a drought condition in Califor­ 
nia, M ontana and the Dakotas, late 
frosts through the north central states, 
and cutw orm damage. 
The w’heat crop this year is estim ­ 
ated between 850,000,000 and 860,000,000 
bushels, both winter and spring wheat, 
about the sam e as last year, when the 
crop totalled 850,000,000 bushels. 
This large crop leaves farm ers still 
with the surplus problem before them, 
and this year the farm board is not 
preparing to w ithdraw wheat from the 
m arket as it did last year. The world 
wheat outlook, with Russia planting 
4,000,000 more acres in spring wheat 
than last year, is no better for export. 
Farm ers, the report shows, have not 
heeded the cam paign of 
the 
farm 
board for reduction of acreage, the 
acreage in spring wheat 
being 
4.7 
higher than last year and with a rec­ 
ord crop of 649,115,000 bushels estim­ 
ated, com pared with 604,337,000 last 
year. 
Condition of barley is the lowest on 
record, tam e hay crops are below aver­ 
age, wild hay crops extremely poor 
and pasturage poor. Citrus fruit pros­ 
pects also declined more than usual 
during May. 
Rye prospects declined 
also. 
On the other hand, lagre crops of 
peaches and apples are indicated, and 
potatoes will have a good yield. 
The 
total peach crop, it appears, will be 
46 per cent g reater than in 1930. 
The 
oats crop is in good shape everywhere 
except in the drought area. 
Generally, the year should be a fair 
one, it appears, unless the drought 
persists in its present bounds or ex­ 
tends to other areas, and the crop 
season may produce the stimulation 
hoped for by officials.

Five officers and 30 men were re­ 
ported saved, but two died of injuries.

trapped in a com partm ent. 
Unofficially, it was hoped that the 
Poseidon could be raised because it 
sank in com paratively shallow water.

Although several times a candidate 
of political offices, the 57-year-old a t­ 
torney had never held a m ajor execu­ 
tive position. 
However, he is no nov­ 
ice in politics, being associated with 
the now defunct Nonpartisan League 
in the Dakotas and the farm er-labor 
party in Minnesota. Last year he wits 
tit ate chairm an of the 
farm er-labor 
central com mittee which elected Floyd 
B. Olson as Mnlnesota's governor. 
Anderson twice lost cam paigns for 
the state supreme court. 
"I propose a sane handling of city 
affairs us my adm inistration's aim,’’ 
Anderson said of his plans for taking 
office July 6. 
"A snne and Just. en­ 
forcement of the law will be as com ­ 
plete as hum anly possible in Minne­ 
apolis." 
Ile st!id a Minneapolis mayor could 
not do much regarding unem ployment 
because of restriction of powers but. 
lie said he would recommend thut the 
city 
undertake 
necessary 
improve­ 
ments. 
"I will not recommend thut work be 
started solely because It would offer 
men 
Jobs," 
Hie 
mayor elect 
said 
“T h e r e will be no unnecessary or use­ 
less work. 
I don't approve of that 
even in a time of depression such as 
t ids." 
There is not much a single city or 
st a lr* can do to relieve the depression, 
the mayor-elect believes. 
Economic 
conditions fai beyond tie* scope of the 
city or state are responsible, he said. 
"Minneapolis, however, is fortunate 
In having a municipal sewage disposal 
plant, city dorks and other im prove­ 
m ents coming up th is summer," An­ 
derson said 
"The voters approved a 
tax levy to build tin* sewage plant on 
tin* s a m e ballots in which they chose 
their new chief executive."

He said neither of tin* two 
old parties have the right solution to 
offer 
“Both republicans

he said.

ever 
All of these factors have con­ 
tributed to the depression." 
Anderson, the first labor m ayor in 
Minneapolis since 1924, was drafted to j

graphic statements have to he re­ 
vised until they sound like a ‘belie*e- 
lt or riot’ series.’' says a bulletin from 
the Washington (Iv C.) headquarters 
of tin* National Geography society. 
“ For example: 
What la the geo­ 
graphic center of the United States? 
“ ‘Hmlth county, Kansas.' would he 
tim reply of any well-informed school- 
boy. 
Hawaii la Real Cantar. 
“ But Hawaii, not Kansas, Is near­ 
er the actual confer of this 'United 
States, extended.' which Includes our 
widely separated territorial units. 
“ Hawaii, 
most 
easterly 
of 
the 
lengthy Hawaiian chain, Is situated 
approximately half way between Bt. 
Croix, of the Virgin Islands, and Bnta- 
bnc Island, of the Philippines. 
Bt. 
Croix and Balabac. respectively, are 
the nation's most easterly and most 
westerly lands, 
“The Hawaiian Islands chain. In­ 
cidentally, In itself affords a surpris­ 
ing span of United States territory.

UNCLE SAM’S DOMAIN 


WIDELY SCATTERED 


During Half the Year Sun 
Never Set* on Flag. 


Washington.—During 5% months of 
each year the sun never sets on the 
flag of the United States. 
The very name, United States of 
America, meaning 48 sovereign states, 
located in continental North Amer­ 
ica, tends to obscure the far-flung ex­ 
tent of Uncle Sam’s domain. 
"Consider the widely scattered units 
over which the Stars and 
Stripes 
wave, and some time-honored geo­ 
graphic statements have to he re­ 
vised until they sound like a ‘believe- 
it-or not’ series." says a bulletin from 
the Washington (I). C.) headquarters 
of the National Geographic society. 
"For example: What Is the geo­ 
graphic center of the United States? 
" ‘Smith county, Kansas,’ would he 
the reply of any well-informed school­ 
boy. 
Haw aii Is Real Center. 
“But Hawaii, not Kansas, Is near­ 
er the actual center of this ‘United 
States, extended,’ which Includes our 
widely separated territorial units. 
‘‘Hawaii, 
most 
easterly 
of 
the 
lengthy Hawaiian chain, Is situated 
approximately half way between St 
FroIx, of the Virgin Islands, and Bain­ 
i t e Island, of the Philippines. 
St. 
Uroix and Bolahac, respectively, are 
the nation’s most easterly and most 
westerly lands. 
“'I’lie Hawaiian Islands chain, In­ 
cidentally, in itself affords a surpris­ 
ing span of United States territory. 
If an airplane flew along the entire 
group it would cover a distance equiv­ 
alent to that from Albany, New York, 
to Bismarck, North Dakota. 
“Eastport, Maine, is usually referred 
to as our ‘farthest east,’ which It is 
from a continental standpoint. Forget 
the continental limitations, and the 
aforementioned St. Urolx, Virgin is­ 
lands, Is Unole Sam’s nearest Atlantic 
approach to the Old World. 
“The Philippines, on the other hand, 
which 
are 
Uncle 
Sam’s 
‘Farthest 
West,’ constitute his closest con ta cf 
point with Europe’s ‘Far East,’ or Asia, 
“Early risers in the Virgin islands, 
or In Maine, are seeing the sun come 
up at the moment the sun is setting 
for natives of the Philippines, during 
the period of late spring and early 
summer. 
Alaska Farthest North. 
“Uncle 
Sam’s 
farthest 
north 
Is 
Alaska, American ‘land of the mid­ 
night sun’ which, with Its protected 
inland waterways, Its age-old glaciers 
disgorging huge Icebergs, and Its fin- 
gerlike 
fiords, 
resembles 
Europe’s 
peninsular Norway. 
“Spanning almost half way around 
the world In latitude; the United 
States comes very nearly doing the 
same in longitude. For there is one 
United States possession, Samoa—the 
only inhabited one south of the Equa­ 
tor. Pago Pago, in Samoa, is our naval 
sentinel in southern waters. 
"Then there is isolated Guam, ren 
dezvous of those giant electric ser­ 
pents. 
the 
undersea 
cables, 
which 
guards, with its naval base, our ship 
lines 
to 
the 
faraway 
Philippines. 
Prosperous Porto Rico is another Unit­ 
ed States area within the boundaries 
of these farthest outposts of Uncle 
Sam’s dominion. 
“Now, note again the first sentence: 
During 5Vi months of each year the 
sun never sets on the flag of the 
United States, 
If Marie Byrd Land 
In Antarctica were Inhabited, and if 
there were anyone there to fly the 
United States flag continuously, the 
statement might he revised to read 
9Vi months instead of 
months."
